BY CARBLESSNESS. 


Sinking of the Steamer Gayandotte of the 
Old Dominion, 

New York, June 18.—The steamer Guyan- 
dotte, ofthe Old Dominion steamship line, 
which was lying at her pier in North river, 
was sunk this morning by the carelessness of 
two firemen. Although the accident occurred 
early it was not made public until this after- 
noon. The pames of the firemen are Emil 
Frank and Samuel Lafiin. They pulled the 
plug, 12 inches in diameter, out of the bottom 
of the veesel, ard the water rushed in with 
such rapidity that they had barely time to 
escape with thefr lives. All on board the 


. steamer had to rush on deck, as the steamer 


sank soon afterwards. The damage by the 
accident is estimated at $35,000. 

The Guyandotte arrived from Norfolk last 
night. She hada general cargo of tobacco, 
walnutlogs, peanuts, cotton, etc. Three-fourths 
ofthe cargo had been unloaded, and the 
stevedors were at work on the balance when 
the accident oecurred. The chief engineer 
told Laflin to take the feed pump apart for 
oiling. Laflin called Frank to 
assist him, and the two men entered 
the hold. They had done the same work 
before. This time, however, they took apart 
the circulating pump, which lets into the hold 
of the vessel a stream from the sea, and is 
meant to be used only incase of fire aud simi- 
Laflin had been ins

“bonnet” of the pump. He was ordered 


when he removed the cap of the circulating 
pump he let in the water and sank the ves- 
sel. When the men saw what they had done 
they ran on deck, and Laflin made for the 
pier.

Frank gave the alarm and efforts to stop 
the rush of wailer with can- 
vess were made without success. 
In less than an hour the steamer was lying in 
the mud.

The Guyandotte was built about two years 
sgo.

The company did not insure 
its steamers. This one lost $300,000. The 
officials think that Laflin acted in stupidity, 
not from malice.

SANDS ON 


THE ARRIVAL OF DR. 
THE SCENE. 


- 


The Consultation Held Diecloses the Weakness of 
Gewera) Grant—Be is Fully Convinced of the 
Approaching End-The Family Sitting 
‘en the Piarzsa to be Photographed. 


Mr. McGrecor, N. Y., June 18.—After Dr. 
Dougless had attended General Grant at one 
o’clock this morning, the general fell asleep 
and slept the greater part of the time until five 
o’cleck. Then Dr. Douglas again treated his 
throat with cocame, and left him 
to dose, which he did until 
eight o’clock. Le was dressed at ten o’clock, 
but remained indcors, and at noon had not 
appeared outside. The physicians said that 
the general’s condition this morning was not 
worse then yesterday. So far as related to 
the lceal trouble, the fgeneral’s ‘voice he 
thought,was somewh. ‘improved this morning. 
The loss of voice hw been a cause of 


despondency with General Grant since Sunday 
last. Yesterday morning he could make him- 
self heard with words, but when, as the day 
edvanced, his voice again completely failed, 
the general grew very despondent. This, 
added to the bad results of too much exercise 
yesterday, and both of these supplemented by 
extreme mental! agitation late in the afternoon 
and evening, furnish an explanation of the 
general’s note to his family and physician; 
end the ground on which-Dr. Dougias sum- 


moned Dr. Sands to come. Dr. Sands 
arrived at 11:30 this morning. 
They finished their ‘examinatien of 


the general’s throat at 12:15 o’clock. The 
general then sppeared on the piazza, where 
the family wereawaiting him tosit with them, 
and have afamily picture taken. After sit- 
ting for the picture, the general remained on 
the piazza reading the morning papers. In 
the meantime the doctors were in consultation. 
They hed found the general’s pulse to be 72. 
Dr. Sands found no particular change in tho 
condition of the throat since Sunday, and 
both doctors believe there is no immediate 
danger of death. 

The temporsry influences may render the 
mental faculties ofthe general again, and at 
any time apprehensive, and the following day 
may see his spirits restored, but all the while 
the vicious sore upon his tongue is deepening, 
and as it progresses so does the general’s vital- 
ity warfe. He has full knowledge ot this, and 
that knowledge will, at all times, be the back- 
ground against which may appear the tem- 
porary changes for the better or worse to 
arouse public interest, but such changes can- 
not at any time deceive the sick man, nor ob- 
scure the certainty that dissolution is each day 
nearer.

To 
what degree hismind has been active is 
knowledge held only by General Grant, 
thcugh the doctors would be glad 
tosbare such knowledge, as his mental and 
physical condition last evening were running 
nearly level. So feeble and trembling was 
the general’s body then, that even his sturdy 
pluck seemed to weaken, He was distraught 
in mind, discouraged at heart, and weak in 
bedy, and because of this wrote letters to his 
physician and family, which he would gladly 
recall to-day. But while unusual temporary 
weskness may have occasioned the general’s 
despondency last evening, he knowsi and has 
within a week expressed to a near friend his 
owb arsurance that he is constantly growing 
wesker, and more exhausted, and he was not 
deceived in this, and noeflort was. made to 
leed the .general to a _ false hope. 
He was last week frankly told that he was 
fading out, and that at the ond he would prob- 
ably pass away peacefully of heart failure. 
When the main spring of vitality had uncoil- 
ed, and when the pbysical machinery had run 
down, it would stop. Suchis the general’s 
anticipation of the end, which he calmly real- 
izes is not a long way distant, and impossible 
toavert. His courage sank to alow ebb, and 
realizing the powerfu! influence of mind upon

BREMERHAVEN, June 18.—Mr. John Rittig, 
editer of the Sunday edition of the New York 
Staats Zeitung, died suddenly on board the 
north German Lloyd’s steamer Neckgr, on its 
way from Southampton to this city. Mr. Rit- 
tig’s death was entirely unexpected. The 
remains will be taken to New York for inuter- 
nient. Mr. Riitig was:born in Prague, March 
26,1829. He studied law and took an active 
part in the revolution of 1848 and ’49. He 
was made a prisoner (taken to prison in 8S wit- 
zerland), but managed to escape, after having 
becn in prison three months. In 1851 he be- 
came private secretary of Karl Vogt, of revo- 
lutionsry fame. After Louis Napolean’s coup 
d’etat Mr. Rittig emigrated to the United 
States, end while here he was in Austria sen- 
tenced to death incontumaciam.

THE CONSERVATIVES ASKING TOO 
MUCH ROPSB, 


The Old Premier Calls Upon the Queen-The Mar- 
quits of Salisbury Still Tinkering on His Cabdi- 
net— Lord Randoiph Churchill an Element 
of Danger—Other Foreign News. 


Loxpown, June 18.—Sir Harding Gifford is to 
be lord high chancellor. 

The movement of the Ulster conservatives 
in favor of a renewal of the coercion act has 
utterly failed, being feebly supported. 

The Cologne Kolnische Zeitung says: 

The new ora cabinet is hailed in political 
circles here with cordiality and confidence. We 
giadly remind ourselves'that the marquis of Salis- 
bury hes always been the friend of Germany, and 
the advocate of a closer union with Germany and 
Austria, thereby agen coma strong contrast to 
Gladstone, who has borne himself as thoroughly 
antagonistic to both countries. It may now be 
taken for granted that the unsettled questions be- 
tween England and Germany will be amicably 
arrapged. 

The Times, in an editorial, says: 

The new cabinet is a compromise between re- 
building the Disraeli ministry and the infusionjof 
new blood, demanded by Lord Randolph Chur- 
chill. Itis not a complete trinmph for Lord Ran- 
colph, although his principal demands have been 
coueeded. isgivings are widely entertained 
that his rashn¢ss and inexperience will inflict in- 
jury in India at acritical moment, but he must 
workin barmony with Earl Dufferin and the 
council of India. Lord Randolph has probably 
insisted that the renewalof the coercion act be 
abandoned. 

Referring to Chamberlain’s charge that 
thirty thousand soldiers are maintained in 
Ireland to support British rule, the Times asks 
him if he will be ready to acquisce if Ireland 
wishes to eeperate when restraining force is 
removed, and warns him egainst trifling tor 
party purpcses with the gravest imperial in- 
terests. 

All the reports regarding the composition of 
the new cabinet concur in the statement that 
the Earl of Carnarvon will become the vice- 
roy of Ireland, and that Hon. Edward Stan- 
hope will be president of tne board of trade. 
Lord George Hamilton, M. P., from Middle- 
sex, is named for the office of first lord of the 
admiralty. Lord John Manners, in parlia- 
ment for Leicesterehire, is mentioned for post- 
master general. Edward Clarke, who repre- 
sents Plymouth in parliament, will be attor- 
ney general, and John Eaden Garst, member 
of parliament from Chatham, is named for 
solicitor general. The’ Pall Mall Gazette de- 
nies that Sir Arthur Balfour will be appointed 
chief secretary tor Ireland. 

The Dublin United Ireland (newspaper) is 
of the opinion that the advent of the conserva- 
tives to power will be for the benefit of Ireland. 
‘‘They are likely,” says the United Ireland, 
“to grant to the country more of self-govern- 
ment than the whigs.’’ 

GLADSTONE’S PROBABILITIES, 

Mr. Gladstone delivered up to the queen, to- 
day, the seals of office of prime minister. The 
queen gave an audience in Windsor castle, to- 
day, to Sir Stafiord Northcote. 

Unexpected developments to-day, in the 
march of events, render it quite possible, in 
the opinion of many liberals, that Mr. Glad- 
ston., however much he may be disinclined, 
will be compelted to return to office.

In accordance with the decision of the meet- 
ing of the marquis of Salisbury and other con- 
cervatives, Sir Stafford Northcote has been 
appointed first lord of the treasury with a 
posse’: the ghee nein remaining in the 
iands of Lord Salisbury. For the premier 
not to assume the duties of first lord of the 
treasury is unusual, but has precedent. Arthur 
Balfar will be president of the local goyern- 
ment board, without a seat in the cabinet. 
Hon. Edward Stanhope will be vice president 
of the council. 

It is rumored that the queen dislikes the 
preeence of Lord Randolph Churchill in the 
new cabinet. 

The News says thatitis enabled to state 
that the formation ofa new ministry is in 
abeyance, pending the negotiation: of Lord 
Salisbury with the liberals. 

The Standard says that the liberals refuse 
suflicient assurance that they will not oppose 
the business, eepecially the budget. The ne- 
gotiaticns will continue, and unless pledges 
be given, Lord Salisbury will refuse office. 
[tis reported that Sir Henry Drummond 
Wolff will succeed fehl West, as minis- 
ter at Washington. Lord Lytton will prob- 
ably be appointed ambaesador to Germany. 

THE TORY POLICY FOR IRELAND. 

Lord Randolph Churchill’s recent speech at 
Bow is of insignificance in view of the promi- 
nent pcesition which the leader of the fourth 
party at present holds in the councils of the 
canservative leaders. It hasthus been char- 
acterized by the Pall Mall Gazette: 

“Of the three speeches delivered on Wednesday 
that by Lord Randolph Churchill is incompara. 
bly the ablest, and all that the Times says regard 
ing the pluck, versatility and great command of 
words which characterize its author is perfectly 
well deserved. Withoutinany way committing 
ourselves to all the propositions which the consery- 
ative leader of the lower house advanced at Bow, 
it would beidle to deny that his speech indicated 
the posression of many of those qualities which 
erable English politicians to force their way to 
place and power. The quality which most dis- 
tinguished bis utterances from almost all the 
speeches of the opposition was the precision with 
which hesummed up.in rememberable phrases 
(if we may coin a word) the weak points in the 
policy of the administration which he was as- 
railing. The electors wili not soon forget his 
striking arithmetical Computation as to the cost 
and loss of the grand total of our thirty seven 
different policies in Ireland, Egypt and Central 
Asia.

THE CHOLERA IN SPAIN. 


Over its Existence in 
Madrid, 

Loxpox, June 18.—A dispateh from Madrid 
says there were 632 new cases of cholera and. 
151 deaths reportedin the cities of Murcia, 
Valencia and Castellon de la Plana during the 
twenty-four hours ending at midnight last 
night. At Madrid there were one new case 
and six deaths. 

The inhabitants of the popular quarters of 
this city strenuously per all the measures 
taken by the municipal authorities to disim- 
fect their dwellings. The resistance of the 
people became so passionate and persistent 
that the authorities finally felt constrained to 
sbandon the enforcement of all sanitary regu- 
lations which had been adop’‘ed to prevent the 
entry of the cholera into Madrid, or to limit 
its raveges, should the disease find lodgment 
therein. 

In the cortes last evening Senor de Eld- 
payen, minister for foreign affairs, said that 
the government was not yet prepared to advise 
that the king visit Murcia. 

Senor Sagasta denied that the cholera’ exis- 
ted in Madrid, and severely arraigned the 

overnment for asserting the contrary, there- 
by doing great fpjury to the commerce of fhe 
capital, as well as to many other interests of 
Madrid. 

Senor Canovas del Castillo, prime minister, 
and Senor Romaro y Robledo, minister of 
interior, defended the action of the govern- 
ment in oe gi facts regarding the 
cholera. They said that the government were 
desirous of preventing any alarm among the 
people, which would be caused by false re- 
perts in circulation, if they were allowed to go 
unchellenged and uncontradicted. 

A meeting of tradesmen was held to-day in 
the rooms of the Mercantile club, for the pur- 
pose of giving expression to the indignation 
of the merchants of the city at the coifrse of 
the government in making public proclame- 
tion that cholera had appeared in Madrid. 
The meeting adopted a resolution that a depu- 
tation be sent to King Altonso, to explain to 
him the very serious injury done to the trade 
of the capital by the official declaration that 
cholera existed there. The members of the 
Mercantile club have decided to close their 
several shops for twenty-four hours, and to 
drape the club house and to curtain the win- 
dows, as a protest against what the mémbers 
consider to be the extraordinary action of the 
government in officially declaring the pres-

GEORGIA. 
The Unveiling of the Monument to the Memory of 
the Late William M. Wadley, President of the 
Central Beilroaé—Over Five Thousend 
People Present-A Fine Tribute.

Macon, Ga., June 14.—(Special }|--The exercises 
attending the unveiling of the Wadley monument 
dwarfed all other matters in Macon to-day, A 
beautifelly clear day left no room for compiaiut 
on the score of weather, and the people of Macon 
seized the occasion to turn out in fullforce. Toa 
greatextent, the merchants closed their stores 
between the hours of ten and two, thus permit- 
ting their em ployes to witness the ceremonies.

While Foit Pulaski was being built, he 
was engaged asa blacksmith, and was married in 
1840 to Miss Rebecca Everingham, the daughter of 
the officer who had been in charge of the fort. He 
leit immediately after his marriage 
to build the bridge over the Oconee river for the 
Central railroad company. On the road being 
_ completed to Macon, in 1843, he was made road- 
master, Laving charge of the construction of 
bridges, etc, In 1849 he was made general super- 
intendent. 

In 1852 Colonel Wadley took charge of the State 
road as superintendent, and distinguished him- 
self by bringing that valuable property into 
proper working order, In 1503 he was recalled to 

the superintendency of the Central rajingad, 
on which he remainga © until he 
accepted the  aupefintendency of the 
New Orleansamid Jackson road, which was unfino- 
ished .. yt was finished by him. He was then made 
‘*.perintendent of other roads and promoted to 

residency of the Vicksburg and Shreveport road. 

‘bese structures was suspended bythe effects of

_ “Luther at the Diet of Worms” was the sub- 
ject of an essay by Mary C. Jackson. 
She gave a fine sketch of Luther’s character- 
istics and of his great work of reform. 

\ora E. Lawson, in one of the best produc- 
tions of the day, described the training school 
for nurses at Kairserworth, Germany. She 
spoke of the advanced methods ot fitting 
nurees for their work and gave some examples 
of women who had devoted their lives to this 
unse)fish work. 

“Tempest” jowas the most difficult 
piece of music that was rendered, but 
it was done in a way that showed the perfect 
training of the pupils and brought out the full 
strength of their excellent voices. 

“The future of Africa’ was a subject on 
which Lizzie H. Davis read a well composed 
essay, full of good thought. 

Leigh B. Maxwell delivered an oration on 
“A man’s a man for a’ that.” He 
spoke remarkably well and his oration bore the 
marks of superior literary attainment, 

At the request of President Ware, Colonel I. 
W. Avery made a brief address. He said he 
was one of the visitors appointed by the gov- 
ernor to attend the examinations at the state 
university and at the Atlanta university. 
When he came to the Atlanta university last 
year he was on a sub committee which atten- 
ded closely to all the examinations. 
They meade a very conservative. report 
on the result oftheir observation but found 
great difficulty in inducing the full committee 
to believe that it was not exaggerated. This 
year he had insisted thatthe tull committee 
should come to the examinations and see for 
themselyes. Whatthey had seen had convinc- 
ed them of two facts. Oneisthat the university 
heasa capable, efficient, painstaking faculty. 
The other is that there is a high 
grade of scholarship among . the 
students. One thing has been demonstrated 
beyondadoubt. It is that the race whose 
youth comes to this university is capable of 
receiving thorough education. One thing re- 
mains to be demonstrated. That is to what 
use this education will be put. It is too soon 
yet to speak of that. The future must deter- 
mine that. It should bo the aim of those who 
receive education at this university to become 
honest, faithful, Christian citizens. That is 
the noblest of all ambitions. 

Colonel] Avery’s remarks were applauded by 
the whites and blacks alike. 

Mayor Hillyer, on being asked to speak, 
said that he had always been the friend of the 
university and he saw to-day evidences of its 
usefulness which caused him to thank God and 
take coursge. oe / asgge 

Mr. David fayer, of the 
boerd of education, said that when 
the university was founded he was 
doubtful as to its usefulness, but that he had 
long ago become convinced that it is doing a 
great and good work which deserved encour- 
agement. He referred to the course of the 
city board in establishing -tree colored schools 
at the same time with the white schools, 7 
said the negro children should be educated@in 
Atlanta with constantly improving facilifies 
and constantly rising grades. He o some 
excellent advice to the graduates, telling them 
not to feel that education lifted them above 
their former sphere and made them too good 
to work. His remarks were received with evi- 
dent approbation. 

President Ware said that Mayor Hillyer was 
chairman ofthe joint legislative committee 
which originally appropriated $5,000 a year to 
the university. He wasthe warm friend of 
the institution then and had remained so ever 
since. [Applause. | 

The diplomas were then delivered to the 

raduates. President Ware said he had never 

eard the graduating essays and orations un- 
til they were read on the platform a few min- 
utes before. He was struck with the whole: 
some views of life and duty they had set forth, 
and with the examples they had held up as 
worthy ofemulation. He asked the graduates 
to follow their own advice and begged 
them to realize the fact that) their education 
was not completed, but only begun. The 
diplomas were then delivered to the nine 
graduates. The president stated that Leigh 

Maxweil, one ot the graduating class, had 
resolved to give bis life and talents to the 
great work which is now opening for devoted 
laborers in Africa. (Great applause.) 

After singing “Glory to the Lord” the ben- 
ediction was pronounced by Rev. Mr. Carter, 
pastor of Friendship Baptist church. 

In the afternoon there was a reunion of the 
alumni of the university, which was largely 
attended. A number of former graduates 
were present. The entire list of closing exer- 
cises was highly honorable to the faculty and 
the students, and demonstrated what a great 
work the university is doing for the colored 
youth.

THE SILENT SCHOOL: 


A TALK WITH THE SUPERINTEN- 
DENT OF THB DUMB ACADEMY. 


Mr. W. O, Connor, of the Cave Spring LIastitute, 
Comes to Atlanta With Thirty-Six of His 
Students, Who are on Their Way to 
Their Respective Homes, Ete, 


Yesterday a Constitution reporter was 
walking along Pryor street in front of the 
Kimball house when he saw a number of boys 
injuniforms going in a group toward the hotel. 

The reporter touched one of the boys on the 
shoulder to attract his attention and said: 

‘““W hat crowd of boys is this?’ 

The little fellow stopped, took the reporter 
by the hand, shook it cordially and passed on, 
leaving the news man somewhat bewildered 


at his failure to get an answer to thé ques- 
tion. 

The boys went into the Kimball house, and 
the reporter soon ascertained that the boy 
who had shaken hands with him so. cordially 
wasa deaf mute, and that the company of 
boys were mutes on their way to their respect- 
ive homes after attending school at the acad- 
emy for deaf mutes at Cave Spring. 

A TALK ABOUT MUTES. 

The reporter soon met Mr. W. 0. Connor, 
the principal of the institution, who, in 
accordance with a long established custom, 
had accompanied the boys as faPas Atlanta. 

“There are thirty-six of the boys along,” 
said he. 

‘‘How many students are there in the insti- 
tution?” asked the reporter. 

‘For the session just closed there were fifty- 
three in the department for whites and thirty- 
one in the department for colored,”’ 

The reporter expressed some curiosity to 
know the method of teaching mutes to write, 
and Mr. Connor said: 

“There isa very general impression that it 
is & difficult matter to get a boy started in 
learning to spell. The truth of the matter is 
it is much harder toteach a boy after he has 
been going to the institution four or five years 
than it is to teach him 

WHEN HE FIRST 


begins. 


‘When a boy comes into the school without 
any education at all, the firstthing we do is 
to give him a book in which e-e cuts repre- 
senting the letters as they ar; madeon the 
hanas. Beside each picture is the written 
letter and the script. e then give the bo 
a piece of chalk and put him at the blac 
board, where he is required to make the let- 
ters. When he has committed them to 
memory we show him how combinations of 
these letters represent objects. Of course 
he has no idea of sound, and hastorely on his 
memory as to the letters in the various words, 
The boy, for instance, is taught that a combi- 
pation of the charactersc-a-t stands for cat. 
But he never heard a man say cat, and the 
combination of letters has to be indelibly* 

STAMPED ON HIS MEMORY 
and associated with the real cat. We show 
him a bat and write the letters h-a-t, and so 
we go on from the formation of words into the 
formation of sentences. I can teach a deaf 
mute to write quicker than you 
can teach an ordinary child to 
write because the deaf mute has only to learn 
the words by sign, while the ordinary child 
has to learn the letters by sight and to under- 
stand the sounds and the principles of spelling 
by a combination of the sounds. If adeaf mute 
should get a letter with the word “‘been”’ mis- 
pelled “bin” he weuld not have any idea of 
what it meant. To him it would be a new 
word. If adeaf mute were to mispell been he 
would “ocsmt d put it “bene” or “bnee,”’ or 
some other such way, getting in all the letters, 
but putting them in atthe wrong places. Very 
often they get letters with mispelled words, 
and have to go to some of the teachers to find 
out what the words means. For 
FOUR OR FIVE YEARS 

the pupil 16 kept at this partof the study, 
which is purely mechanical, and then he 
comes to tackle the principles of the language, 
and there they meet with many obstacles. 
et come across troubles that you and I 
would never think about. Yousee a man 
thrown from a horse and you say he was 
‘“upborsed,’”’ but suppose it was a mule that 
threw him? The mute would naturally write 
that he was “‘unmuled,” and when you told 
him that he had written it incorrectly he 
would want to know why. If 
you write that a man is 
‘unmanned by fear,’ the deaf mute wants to 
write of a woman thatshe is unwomaned by 
fear. One day there was a pig rooting in the 
gerden, and I told a little fellow to express 


| that fact on the blackboard. He wrote, “the 


pig is nosing in the garden.’”’ When I told 
im that he should have written that the pig 
was rooting in the garden, he said that he 
thought that a root was a part of a tree. He 
argued that if a man should take a plow and 
DO WHAT THE PIG WAS DOING 
he would be plowing, and he thought when 
the pi ‘se his nose to such a use he was nos- 
ing. We ave a great.deal of trouble in explain- 
ing the verbs. Take for instance the verb 
draw. The horse draws a cart, money draws 
interest, the concert draws an _  audi- 
ence, the ship draws water, the 
grocer draws beer, the cook draws the fowl, 
the minister draws comparisons. All this is 
very puzzling tothe deaf mute, and every 
time he sees the word it seems to be a new one. 
When you think that the word draw is only 
one of thousands that the deaf mute has to 
contend with, you have some idea of what he 
has to encounter. Another trouble that the 
deaf mute has to encounter is that his sign 
words do not come in the same order as do 
THE SOUND WORD, 
For instance, take the Lord’s prayer, “Our 
Father which art in Heaven,” the deat mute 
would say “Father art heaven in,’’ puttin 
the most prominent object first. We woul 
say ‘a large man shoots a small rabbit.’’ The 
deaf mute would say, “rabbit small, man 
large, shoots.””’ The deaf mute in his sign lan- 
gusge has no use (for the Mittle 
articles and similar parts of speech. 
Not using them in his sign language he finds it 
dificult to remember where to use them in the 
written Janguage.”’ 

‘‘What aresome of the signs that the deaf 
mutes employ?” 

“They employ auite a number and nearly 
always have a sign far every person. In 1857, 
when I went to the institution to teach, I had 
a fever blister on the side of my mouth and 
would rubit with my fingers. The pupils 
bave ever since indicated me by simply 

TOUCHING THE SIDE OF THE FACE 
With the fingers. Those who fixed the name 
on me are many of them dead and gone, but 
successive crowds of scholars have seen to it 
that the name stuck to me, although they do 
not know how | got it. When one of the 
teachers came to the institutiqn he had a 
torn place at the elbow of his coat sleeve, 
and he is indicated by a touch of the elbow. 
When they refer to a colored citizen they 
touch the end of the nose and mash it flat. 
There are shree tense. To point over the 
shoulder means the past, to hold the hands 
the body is the present, 
and to point forward means the future. To 
touch the shirt front means white; to touch 
the eyebrow means black; to touch the lips 
means red. The grasp of the hat means man. 
To touch under the ear where bonnet strings 
means woman. To open the fingers and 
spread them out in front of the breast means 
gentleman. 
| THE SIGN COMES DOWN 
from the time when a gentleman was suppos- 
ed to be a man who wore a ruffled shirt front, 
When they mean love they press the heart, 
and when they mean hate turn the palm ofthe 
hand outward from the heart with a wave of 
disgust. When they mean sorrow they rub 
around the heart and iook sorrowful. Thesigu 
language is the universal language. I could 
make myself understood to a deaf mute in 
France or in Germany although I do not speak 
either of those languages.” 

‘‘Do the negroes learn as rapidly as the 
white mutes?” 

‘“‘We have been teaching them now only 
about three years, and they have not yet come

God says there are none who sin not. Justice 
must be meted out to us. There is no escape. 
You cannot plead I did not know I was a 
simmer. Every man here who goes out 
from here in sin does 80 be- 
cause he loves sin. Thereis light for those 
who love light and darkness for those who 
love darkness. Man is totally depraved or he 
would not love sin to such an extent. As we 
see the wreck caused by sin we can’t under- 
stand why one should loveit so, if he were not 
totally depraved. You pride yourselt on 
your morality, and you are only unsaved be- 
cause you love sin.

artof our people live inthe cotton 
tuder norma! conditions Brazil 
scarcely become — ry compet 
ofthe United States in eotton product 
but the diseppearance of slavery and the. 
geequent adoption of some system .of sm 
farming will, in the near future, materi: 
inérease the present production. Slavery 
fostered a remarkable conservatism in ag 
culture, which must, with the aid of edaca 

yignters, s00n disappear. Cotton factories 
already rapidly springing up and prosper! 
and the day is not far distant when they 
supply the Brazilian market. The same 
ricultpral tools and methods now emplo 
by the average planters were in use more th 
200 years ago. The methods were learz 
from their Portuguese ancestors and from th 
slaves. Lack of capital and the lack of c 
mon roads are serious matters, but they 
not insuperable difliculties. The insect plag 
that destroy froma fourth to a half of th 
crops are great drawbacks. The report, whi 
is published as a special bulletin forms a pa 
phiet ot 80 pages.
